ITS CARGO OF OOTTON IN A BLAZE.

ILLINOIS ELECTION LAW SWEEPING. 


Heavy Penalties Provided for Misuse of 
Official Ballots. 

The election law of Illinois provides a peu - 

alty of from five to ten years’ imprisonment for 


any officer or person having charge of ballots 
‘bh who shall steal, destroy, remove or secrete 


any election document. It expressly says 
that the ballots must be preserved for six 
months. The act is sweeping; its provisions 
extend to any officer who permits any other 
person to do these things, and to any outsider 
who does them. Also for any one who does 
such things before the canvass is completed 
from two to five years’ imprisonment is pro- 
vided, 

Thus says Sec. 8, Chap. 101, of Art. VI. of 
the act regulating the hold of elections and 
declaring the results thereof in cities, viliages, 
and incorporat ed towns in this State: 

Every judge ot election, poll clerk, or other of- 
ficer or person, having the custody of any record, 
registry of voters, or copy thereof, oath, return or 
statement of votes, cate, poll ist, or of any 
paper, document, or vote of any descri in 
this get directed to be made, filed, or

General Rush to Cover, Which Brings La-

. News from the Kastern Metropolis, 

Nzw Tonk. Dec. 18,—[Special.]—-There was 
a grand rush to cover in the Lexow investigat- 
mg room today. Hitherto Mr. Goff has had to 
contend with obstinacy, malice, perverted 
ideas of loyalty to superiors, and with reck- 
less disregard for the truth. And he has been 
compelled to accuse many men of rank per- 
jury. Now they cannot tell the truth fast 


enough. Today only one man occupied the 


chair who compelled Mr. Goff to teil him 
frankly he was a liar. Where the money 
went and who got it is being very clearly elu- 
cidated as the inquiry goes on. 

Today great and small were hit without dis- 
tinetion of rank. Sums of money were traced 
from officers assigned on special duty to po- 
lice hesdquarters. Direct evidence that a 
divvy of money given to special officers 
reached the hands of ex-Inspector Steers was 
recoraed, Other high-up officials were impli- 
eated, but not so directly. An ex-wardman 
squealed and so did old Sergt. Taylor, who 
has been an acting Captain twice, and who 
still wears the uniform. In the effort to take 
advantage of the turn of the tide the commit- 
tee sat all day long without a recess. 

Added to all this testimony, which is in the 
line with that which has placed Capt. Schmitt- 
berger under indictment, there came a state- 
ment from an employé of the French Steam- 
ship company, the man who took Mr. For- 

t's place during his absence in Europe. 

e said when it first an to be rumored 
that Schmittberger’s bribe-taking was to be 
investigated, r. Wolf, from. Maillard 
firm, came to him with the proposition that the 
Compagnie Generale Trans-Atiantique should 
take back the $500 given to Schmittberger, 
and that the company, or its acting manage- 
ment, Mr. Cauchbis, should take 51.000 to 
boot. Mr. Wolff told Mr. Cauchois that Capt. 
Schmittberger was a particular friend of 

company. It is on record of the 
Lexow committee that Maillard has had 
serious disputes with his neighbors about ob- 
structing the sidewalk, that Inspector 
Williams and Capt. Schmittberger, to use the 
old-fashioned law phrase, have been giving 
him aid and comfort.”’ 


He Divvied with Steers. 


The testimony given by Sergt. Taylor of 
the steamboat squad was of the most inter- 
esting and conclusive of tne day. When Tay- 
lor became the Acting Captain of the steam- 
boat squad he had n paid money by the 
officers under him, and he told of scveral 
cases where it had been turned over to him. 
While Schmittberger was Captain he had re- 
ceived sometimes $200 a month, sometimes 


gave the biggest portion of that money,“ 
the Sergeant went on, to Inspector Steers,” 
whereat a murmur of war! 1 ran through 
the committee room. ice being now 
broken the Sergeant went on to tell his story 
plainly and without fear. He went to head- 

uarters the first month and gave $150 to 

teers, When he was placed in charge of the 
squad he went to Steers every month and 
paid the money to him at police headquar- 
ters. Wardman Vail made the collections. 

“I had orders.“ said Sergt. Taylor, to 
take the money to Inspector Steers. Inspec- 
tor Steers gave me orders to continue with 
him us the ag * had done and to give him 
every month per cent of the money col- 
lected. I used to tell him every month how 
much was collected and the division between 
him and me would always be made on 
the basis that 1 should keep 20 per éent 
and that he should get 80 per cent, 
Vail collected for Gastlin and Schmitt- 
berger. During my next Acting Captaincy 
I collected myself, I had plenty of time to 
go around among the boys. It was not a dif- 

cult job and they all seemed to be satisfied, 
Steers teld me to go on col while Capt, 
Allaire was in command. But I did not take 
the money to him then. I took it and put it 
in an envelope and laid it in the desk at the 
station house.’

Tavier’s Testimony Corroborated. 


That Sergt. Taylor’s testimony as to the 
possession of money contributed by the po- 
licemen was true was umply corroborated by 
the members of the steamboat squad who 
were called to the stand after he had given 
in this evidence of the direct. connection be- 
tween the source of contributions and police 
headquarters. Officer Charles A, Beck, with 
four stripes on his sleeves, said he gave up 
$10 a month to Sergt. Taylor and afterwards 
the same amount to Wardman Vail on the 
Providence line pier and on other piers. This 
was paid for the account of Schinittberger. 

Henry Interman, for twenty years on the 
piers, said he would rather mot answer as to 
whether he had given up money while Gastlin 
was Captain, as he had n before the grand 
jury. This witness was forced to confess- that 
he had taiked with some police officer since 
his examination before the grand jury, but it 
was not possible to make him admit who it 
was, although the strong inference was ad- 
duced by the counsel’s questioning that it was 
Capt. Schmittberger. Officar John O. Ma- 
honey gave up the larger part of what he was 
paid by the Baltimore and Ohio company for 
the benefit of — Schmitt berger, and re- 
marked as he testified on this point that his

Then the wardmen were called in and 
placed in the chair. First was Robert J. Vail, 
the wardman of the steamboat squad under 
Capts. Gastlin and Schmittberger. Asked if 
the testimoay of the officers was true as to 
the payments of moneys, he said: 

That's right. I collected under Capt. 
Gastlin and also under Capt. Schmittberger. 
Capt. Gastlin first seat me out and toid me 
to see the men and they would do what was 
right. I went and saw them and collected 
half of what they got. There was some kick- 
ing, but they always paid.“ 

„ What did you do with it!“ 

** Tl always paid it over to the Captain. I 
never got a cent of it, not even e iough fora 
cigar. When Capt. Schmittberger came into 
that precinct he called the wardmen together 
and gave them a lecture, He said he did not 
want any policemen collecting money or re- 
ceiving it. He wanted the whole of it., and 
said he had been sent to reorganize the squad, 
and he meant to do it.“ 

When Vail told Schmittberger the men 
were kicking the Captain had him transferred 
to patrol duty. Vail said he collected $4,000 
for Schmittberger. 

An interesting incident of Sergt Tay- 
lor’s testimony was elicited a little later on, 
when he was recalied for the purpose. He 
had said he took the money to police head- 
quurters and left it in an envelope. Now Mr. 
Goff asked the witness to give the name uf 

person to whom this envelope was ad- 
dressed, “Addressed to nobody,“ said Tay- 
lor, cheerfully; it was marked Street 
Cleaning Re .

SENATORS FAVOR THE RAILROADS. 


Adverse Report Is Ordered on Bil for 
Ferfeiture of Lands. 


Wasurmeron, D. C., Dec. 18.—The Senate 
Committee on Public Lands today decided to 
report adversely the House bill providing for 
the forfeiture of the lands of grants where the 
roads were not completed in the time specified 
in the bills making them, though built at a 
later period. It is understood there was a 
sharp contest, and the first vote in the com- 
mittee was a tie. Senator Berry led the fight 
for the bill, contending that as the railroads 
had not complied with the conditions upon 
which the grant was made they should sur- 
render the lands. If the bill uld become 
a law it would result in restoring about 54, 
000,000 acres of land to the public domain, 
$6,000,000 acres of which lies along the 
line of the Northern Pacific road west of 
Bismarck, N. D. The vote on reporting the 
bill stood as follows: 

Yeas—Berry, Pascoe, Martin, McLaurin, Allen. 

Nays—Vilas, Dolph, Pettigrew, Carey, Dubois. 

Not voting— Power. 

Senator Allen afterward changed his vote 
so as to permit the bill to be reported adversely 
s to be the only way of gettmg 
it repo at all. Senator Power declined to 
vote either way. He sad after the adjourn- 
ment of the committee that he was opposed 
to the bill, but he took exception to the an- 
tagonism of his mineral ‘and bill by some of 
the Western Senators who were opposed to 
the land forfeiture bill and took his position 
today on that account. 

Mr. Dolphin reporting to the Senate ad- 
versely the general land grant forfeiture bill 
expressed the belief that Congress had not 
the power to forfeit those lands, but that the 
right to them was vested in the railroad. 

Mr. Berro (Dem., Ark.) eaid in 
that the majority in committee for 
reporting the bill adversely was but 
one, and that five members, inelud- 
ing himself, had voted for its passage. 
In order to get the bill on the calendar one 
man had changed his vote and had consented 
to an adverse report for that purpose. He 
declared that the Senate ought to pass the 
bill, and said that the railroads were not en- 
titled to one foot of the land.

READY TO SUPPRESS A JEWELRY FRAUD. 


Tne Postoffice Department Taking Meas- 
ures to Head Off Sharks. 

Wasuineror, D. C., Dec. 18.—The Postoffice 
Department will suppress the scheme practiced 
by some jewelry companies who have been 
sending boxes of jewelry areticles to individ- 
uals whose names were taken from advertis- 
ing lists, with a notice to the Postmaster to 
open the box, if uncalled for, and return it 
to the firm with an inclosed stamp. Upon 
this bemg done several firms have sent com- 
munications to the persons by whom the 
boxes were returned and demanded pay for 
some article which they assert was taken from 
the package. The scheme has been reported 
to the department, and Acting Postmaster 
Jones has determined to protect the public 
from the practice and will take prompt meas- 
ures to suppress it. Ail Postmasters will be 
notified not to open the boxes, as requested 
by the concerns, and other necessary meas- 
ures will be enforced.

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DENSELY ON OABLISLE’S BILL 
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House Members Show They Intend to De- 
bate It Fully and Expose Its Glaring 
Fallacies=Springer Is Not Even to Have 
the Honer of Giving It a Name~He 
Opens the Debate on the Measure—Mr. 
Walker Attacks It tn a Slashing Man- 
ner, 

Wasmmoron, D. C., Dec. 18.—[Special.]— 

Bill Springer’s dearest ambition has been 


blocked and another disappointment added to 


his career. The currency bill reported by 
him as Chairman of the House Committee on 
Banking and Currency should, according to 
all the precedents, have been called the 
Springer bi!l from this time forth, even for- 
ever more, just as the tariff measure formu- 
lated by the Chairman of the Ways and Means 
committee was known as the Wilson bill, and 


was so discussed from one end of the country [ 


to the other. Mr. Springer expected to be 
Chairman of the Ways and Means committee 
of the presént House, and had he not been 
turned down by Speaker Crisp and the domi- 
nant faction his name would have gone down 
to posterity as the creator of a bad tariff bill; 
so when the present measure to reform the 
currency came up with the sanction of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, the Illinois states- 
man welcomed itas a great opportunity to 
add to his fame. Unfortunately, however, 
the members of the House on both sides per- 
sist in calling it the Carlisle bill, and Spring- 
er's day in the ring was confined to whatever 
glory accrued to opening the debate this 
morning. The theory of calling it the Carlisle 
bill has more inethod in it than is apparent to 
outsiders. It is intended to de siaughtered, 
and the good cuckoos of the House have suc- 
ceeded in framing an ingenuous reason or ex- 
cuse for so doing. 
Grover Has Ne Hand in It. 

Democratic members declared this after- 
noon, without reservation, that the currency 
scheme was Mr. Carlisie’s own production, 
and that the President in hie message not only 
called attention to that fact, but put upon the 
Secretary of the Treasury the entire burden 
of explaining it and apologizing for it; hence 

Democratic statesmen dtgue that if they 
defeat Mr. Carlilse's scheme and hold its au- 
thor up to ridicule they cannot be accused of 
attacking the administration, That the meas- 
ure is destined to defeat in one way or an- 
other is painfully evident, and it would be 
beaten if there was not a Republican on 
the floor of the House in all probability. Sil- 
ver-Dollar Bland already has prepared a vol- 
uminous amendment, called so by courtesy, 
inasmuch as it strikes out all of the Carlisle 
bill after the enacting clause and substitutes 
a typically idiotic provision for the issue of 
coin notes by the government and the abso- 
lutely unlimited free coinage of silver. 

Mr. Springer and the small faction he 
represents made anether effort today to se- 
cure a limitation tor debate, but were beaten 
from the outset, it being evident that the 
House in its present temper proposes fo have 
ite say on the currency question. Whether 
any bill whatever can get through at this ses- 
sion is extremely doubtful, and the fact is 
worth noting that the Senate is going ahead, 
preparing to take up routine business and ap- 
propriation bills, and leaving no room for the 
currency, the evident belief of the upper 
House being that no tangible scheme for a 
reform in the currency methods can possibly 
get before them at the present session. 


Small Attendaunce iu the House. 


Notwithstanding the fact that the debate on 
the currency bill was scheduled to begin to- 
day fewer than 100 members were present 
when Speaker Crisp dropped the gavei, and 
the attendance in the public galleries was 
very light. Inimediately after the call of 
committees for reports the Chairman of the 
Banking agg Currency committee moved that 
the House go inte Committee of the Whole 
for reconsideration of the measure.

Springer Talks for the Bill.

While Mr. Springer was discussing the pro- 
vision looking to the ultimate redemption 
and retirement of the legal tenders, empha- 
sizing the necessity for this by pointing out 
that the Treasury had within the year twice 
been forced to issue bonds to protect the re- 
demption, Mr. Cannon (Rep., III.) asked 
whether it was not true that $100,000,000 
borrowed to maintain resumption had, in 
reality, been used to pay the current ex- 
penses of the government.

GOLD FAST EBBING FROM THE TREASURY 


Since the Issue of Bonds the Reserve Has 
{Been Depleted $17,000,000, 

Wasnrineror, D. C., Dec, 18,—[Special. ]— 
When Representative Walker was explaining 
his theory of banking to the House today, 
while a large and interested crowd of mem- 
bers gathered about his seat to listen to his 
skillful exposition of the follies of the Car- 


lisle play, Representative D. B. Henderson 
of Dubuque inquired. of the Boston man what 
the effect of the passage of the Carlisie 
scheme would be, I believe,” said Mr. 
Walker impressively, * that the inevitable re- 
sult would be sudden lack of confidence, the 
withdrawal of foreign investments, 
and a constant and im mediate 
drain on the gold reserve. Mr. 
Carlisle does not expect his plan 
to do any good for five years. Its harm would 
commence at once.” This prediction as to 
what might happen could easily be applied to 
what has happened already. Within a month 
since the last issué of bonds, the gold reserve 
has been depieted 617,000,000, and the bulk 
of this movement on the government stock 
of gold has been since the publication of the 
scheme of the Secretary of the Treasury to 
reform’”’ the currency. Today's withdrawals 
amounted to $1,800,000, leaving the reserve 
at $91,554,908; or eight and one-half mill- 
ions below the standard fixed for the reserve. 
Under these circumstances it is not strange 
the opinion is becoming general that a nor- 
mal export movement is not so much respon- 
sible for the drain of gold as the growing feel- 
ing of insecurity lest a bill so subversive of 
existing financial conditions as the Carlisle 
scheme may be passed by this reckless and 


‘moribund Congress. Those who have watched 


the current of events here in Washington 
know there is but little prospect of any change 
in the banking and currency laws, but the 
financial world _ not t knowledge. 
Treasury officials ress the belief publiciy 
that the drain of gold will soon stop, but pri- 
vately they talk differently, and admit that 
outside of the normal winter export move- 
ment of gold private holders will continue to 
demand gold until assured the financial fad- 
dists have had their day. One thing is cer- 
tain, and that is, President Cleveland will 
order another bond issue whenever necessary 
without taking Congress into his confidence. 


BLAND’S FREE COINAGE MEASURE. 


Provisions ef the Bill He Has Introduced 
in the House. 

Wasthinetos, D. C., Dec. :18.—The bill 
which Biand of Missouri introduced provides 
for the free coinage of silver and for the de- 
posit of gold and silver bullion and the issu- 
ance of legal tender notes upon it. The bull- 
ion is to be subsequently coined, and the coin 
notes are to be redeemed in gold and silver 
without discrimination as may be most ad- 
vantageous to the government. Provision is 
also made for issuing coin notes on standard 
silver coin. All the outstanding gold and 
silver certificates are to be retired and coin 
notes are to be substituted therefor. Provis- 
ion is also made for the redemption of out- 
standing greenbacks and Treasury notes in 
gold or silver coin without discrimination. 
An emergency fund is created so thatin case 
of panic or money stringency the Secretary 
of the Treasury m on deposit of United 
States interest-bearing bonds issue to deposi- 
tors of the bonds coin notes, Interest on such 
bonds is to goto the government while they 
are on deposit, and should they mature while 
on deposit they are to be canceled.

Upon the request of an employé or associa- 
tion of employés the commission shall inves- 
a any complaint presented against em- 
ployers as to terms and conditions of employ- 
ment or grievances connected therewith, and 
shail in like manner investigate complaints 
forwarded by any Commissioner of Labor 
or any Board of Conciliation or arbitration in 
any State or Territory as to such matters. No 
complaint is to be dismissed because it does 
not imply damages to the complainant. 

Whenever a disagreement or controversy 
arises whieh cannot be settled by conciliation 
and mediation it is to be sent to the commis. 
sion for settlement and arbitration by the 
parties in interest, and the decision of the 
commission is to be final and may be en- 
forced by the court in whose jurisdiction it 
occurs. Pending arbitration proceedings no 
employés are to be di by their em- 
1 Whenever receivers appointed by 

ederal courts are in possession or control of 
railroads their employés shall have the right 
to be heard in court upon all q ions affect- 
ing them through the officers and representa- 
tives of their associations, whether incorpor- 
ated or unincorporated. No reduction of 
wages shall be made by such receivers with- 
out the authority of the courts after due no- 
tice to such employés.

TAMPERING WITH BALLOT-BOXES. 
That was a very singular state of affairs 
which was brought to light day before yester- 
day while the reeords of the Election Com- 
missioners’ office were being checked up pre- 
paratory to transferring them from the cus- 
tody of the old to the new chief clerk. It was 
found that 110 of the boxes or packages con- 
taining bailots cast at the special election a 
year ago this month when Swift was elected, 
but Hopkins got the certificate, were in a 
most peculiar condition. The seals of some 
were cut or broken. The sides or tops of 
others were broken or torn. If any one had 
desired to abstract ballots he could have done 
so without difficulty. 

Since the ballots caat at the special election 
were returned to the Election Commissioners 
they have been constantly in the custody of 
Democrats. No Republican has been allowed 
to come within gunshot ot them. If anything 
wrong has been done it has. been done by 
Democrats, If any Republican bad wanted 
to get at these returns for any purpose, good 
or vad, it would have been impossible for 
him to doso. The Election’ Commissioners’ 
office was a Democratic institution from top 
to bottom.

The police und Acting ‘Mayor Swift were on 
guard at the office of the Election Commissioners 
the night the ballots were returned. but it ap- 
pears now that then it was the cutting was done.

piled under ali the rest, and it would have taken 
a great lot of work to get at them. 


The boxes.could not have been ‘cut the night 
the ballots were returned, for there were 
as well as police. 
men and those policemen were more friendly 
to Hopkins than to Swift, The work could 
not have been done before the ballots were 
put in the vault or the condition of the boxes 
12 have been noticed at that time. The 
work was done afterward and by some Demo- 
erat, : 

It will be remembered that the Election 
Commissioners behaved very peculiarly this 
year when the grand jury tried to get posses- 
sion of the ballots of some of the First and 
Twenty-ninth Ward precincts. They re used 
to give them up even when ordered to do so 
by the court, When they were brought up for 
contempt they were ready to go to jail rather 
than obey. 

It will be remembered also that every effort 
made by Swift's counsel to get at the ballots 
and have them counted proved futile. It was 
impossible to get an order to have that sim- 
ple thing done, And on the last day of the 
term Swift’s suit wae dismissed in the expec- 
tation that That would wind up the business 
and the ballots could be destroyed. 

Why was there this continuous Democratic 
un willingness to have the ballots looked at? 
Did Democratic leaders know that an exami- 
nation of some precincts would show gross 
Democratic. frauds, or did they know that 
there had been attempts made to tamper with 
baliots which would be revealed the moment 

the packages were produced in court? 

Many of the boxes broken open were those 
from precincts which gave heavy Republican 
majorities. Was it the original plan of the 
Democrats, in case a recount of the ballots 
was called for and secured, to claim that as 
the packages from these Republican precincts 
showed signs of having been tampered with 
or were in such shape that they might have 
been tampered with they cauld not be count- 
ed? And was that plan abandoned when it 
was found out that it would be dangerous to 
allow the Twenty-ninth Ward ballots to be ex- 
amined because it might send some Demo- 
crate to the penitentiary? 


But whatever the specific reason may have | 


been for the breaking open of ballot packages 
and the destruction of tally sheets it must not 
be forgotten that the work was done by Dem- 
ocrats, for none but Democrats could have 
done it, and that work must have been done 
for the benefit of Democrats, because Demo- 
crats are not in the habit of committing of- 
fenses to help Republicans. And whatever 
may have been the motive of the offenders it 
must.not be forgotten that they have com- 
mitted a grave crime, for which they must be 
punished. The guilty parties must be run 
down and dealt with severely. 

Two other things must be done. One of 
them is to go ahead with the counting of the 
ballots. The order of dismissal entered by 
Scales should be set aside, the case reopened, 
and the true inwardness of the First and 
Twenty-ninth Ward ballots revealed. Let all 
the ballots be counted and compared with the 
official returns. 

In the next~place the diseovery of this 
crooked work should make those who believe 
in honest elections the more urgent in their 
agitation for a revision of the law in relation 
to election contests. It should be amended 
80 as to give jurisdiction to Circuit and Su- 
perior Judges and to provide for summary 
action on the part of the Judge before whom 
suit is begun. No delays of any kind should 
de allowed. A case should not be dragged 
out for months so as to give an opportunity 
for euch “fine work” as that done in the

As the matter now stands the Council has 
ordered the investigation and the Finance 
committee by unanimous vote has declared 
the investigation is necessary The Demo- 
cratic minority, however, if it could, would 
block the investigation by refusing to ap- 
propriate the money necessary to conduct the 
investigation. It will be powerless, however, 
to defeat it. It may temporarily obstruct 
and defer, but the investigation will take 
place all the same. Even if. the Council 
should refyse to appropriate the money it 
will be forthcoming when it is wanted. The 
people of this city are in earnest in this mat- 
ter. They bélieve that there has been a mai- 
administration of the police force in many 
ways. They know that it has been used in 
elections and that the legal rights of citizens 
have been suppressed by once. They have 
every reason to believe that by the action of the 
force elections have been ‘corruptly carried. 
Charges of other kinds have been made and 
evidence already bus béen placed in the hands 
of Ald. Kerr bearing upon them. There is 
nothing partisan in the proposed investiga- 
tion. Itis not meant to confine it to the 
Hopkins administration. It is intended to 
extend it over the administrations of Demo- 
cratic and Republican Mayors. 

As Ald. Kerr said in his remarks upon the 
resolution, either these charges are true or 
they are not true. If they are true the Coun- 
cli should know it and the people should 
know it, the guilty varties should be pun- 
ished, and steps should be taken to purify the 


foree itself should be the first to demand a 
thorough public investigation that its honor 
may be vindicated and that it may be re- 
stored to the public confidence. The hostility 
expressed by the Democratic minority of the 
Council cannot fail to give rise to the suspi- 
cion that it fears the results of such an in vesti- 
gation and that it may be shown the police 
have been acting under instructions from 
higher quarters.

difficult to secure the attendance of the neres- 
sary four. Should the committee hefe con- 
sist of thirteen it will be still more difficult to 
havea quorum. The only way to investigate 
is to investigate and that can be done infinite- 
ly better by a small eommittee, assisted by 
good counsel, than by a big committee. So 
far asthe political complexion of the com- 
mittee is concerned it will make no difference 
since the subcommittee has the same propor- 
tion of Democrats to Republicans as the full 
committee. ‘The Finance committee, of 
which Mr. Madden is Chairman, will make a 
serious mistakeif it substitutes the full for 
the subcommittee and it will be responsible 
for putting ways and means into the hands of 
the Democrats not alone to befog and delay 
the investigation but possibly to thwart it.

TO PREVENT TUNNEL ACCIDENTS. 

Monday night there were introduced in the 
Common Council three ordinances, the ob- 
ject of which was to protect people from be- 
ing killed or injured in the tunnels. * Ald, 
Madden’s ordinance provides that a car shall 
not enter the tunnel until the car ahead of it 
has commenced the ascent at the other end, 
and that no car shall commence the ascent 
until the car ahead has cleared the mouth of 
the tunnel. Aid. Gallagher’s ordinance pro- 
vides that conductors shail attend to the 
working of the brakes While their cars are in 
the tunnels. Ald, Campbell's ordinance pro- 
vides for the appointment of a committee to 
investigate the present system of transporta- 
tion through the tunnels with the view of ar- 
riving at some method of protecting passen- 
gers. Mr. Yerkes, as it might have been ex- 
pected he would do, promptly objects to the 
first and second ordinances. He magnani- 
mously consents, however, to confer with the 
city officials and adopt any feasible plan by 
which the roads can be operated more safely 
than they are naw. Meanwhile, he deeply 
deplores the recent accideat in the Washing- 
ton street tunnel and thinks it was dreadful. 
Of course it was, Mr. Yerkes, but merely de- 
ploring the killing and maiming of passen- 
gers is not going to protect the patrons of the 
road, What the people want is safe trans- 
portation. If it cannot be made safe, or if 
the present system is .to be continued, then 
it will be preferable to take the cars over the 
bridges by horse power, That is bet- 
ter than killing and Tnjaring peo ple.

fect of this is to abolish our export trade in 
flour with the Spanish West Indies. The act 
of Aug. 30, 1890, while intended primarily 
to provide for the inspection of meats to be 
exported, and prevent the importation of 
harmful articles of food, prac ly author- 
ized the declaration of an embargo at the dis- 
cretion of the President. The Government 
of the United States has informed Spain that 
if it persists in exacting the discriminating 
duties the action can be regarded only us in- 
vitng the exercise of the power of retaliation 
conferred by that law. 

The value of the sugar sent from Cuba and 
Puerto Rico in the last fiscal year exceeded 
by more than 60 million dollars the value of 
the flour exported from the United States to 
those two islands. During the fiscal year end- 
ing in 1893 our imports of sugar from that 
source were 1,940 million pounds out ofa 
total of 8,300 million pounds from all 
sources. So our government has at its com- 
mand a pretty effectual weapon with which to 
chastise the insolence of Spain, provided it 
can be used freely. But in case it were for- 
bidden to receive Cuban sugar in this country 
could the order be enforced? Theoretically, 
yes. But how would it be put into practice? 
Suppose Cuban merchants should try to send 
their sugar to the United States via Brazil, 
Venezuela, Guatemala, Jamaica, Hayt:, or 
other country. True, the present tariff law 
provides that all invoices of imported mer- 
chandise shall contain a correct description of 
such merchandise, and its requirements are 
such as to furnish the means of knowing from 
what place the goods originally came. But 
there is nothing to prevent the owner of 
Cuban sugar from running the risk of detec- 
tion in pushing his goods into this through 
another country, and counting on consular 
inattention to give him immunity, 

But supposing this to be judged impractica- 
ble, it would be impossible to prevent the 
shipment of Cuban sugar to Germany in any 
quantity, there to be used instead of German 
beet root sugar, and allowmg the whole of the 
German product to be sent to the United 
States, or so much as would be to spare 
after supplying the balance ot home wants. 
The same could be done by Frange. In either 
case we should be practically using Cuban 
sugar by helping to provide a market för it 


and taking the goods & displaced. But if 


euch an evasion of the intent of our govern- 
ment were found practicable it would be 
costly, as the extra transportation would fall 
on the people of the United States, with the 
result of their being intensely dissatisfied 
with the arrangement, and a part of the 
blame falling on the Spanish Government. 
In that case we might hear of another agita- 
tion for a severing of the relations of Cuba 
with Spain and annexation to the United 
States, which is the best customer of Cuba by 
far and would be deemed its best friend. 

So the step which Spain has taken in im- 
posing upon exports from the United States 
to Cuba the maximum tariff (on our bread- 
stuffs) isan awkward one, a hazardous one, 
and may prove to be full of mischief for itself 
uniess it be reversed. The Cubans could not 
afford to lose the United States market for 
their sugar. It would mean utter ruin to 
them, and even a partial evasion of the em- 
bargo, if that were possible, would be so 
troublesome that they would welcome almost 
any way out of the dilemma which offered it- 
seif, If Spain would retain its hold on Cuba 
it will take the hint and withdraw the obnox- 
ious order, 


A “SILVER SOLUTION” WHICH SOLVES 
NOTHING. 

The Streator Free Press submits the follow- 
ing scheme for a pure bimetallic currency ’’: 

All silver bullion offered to the government 
shall be purchased, at the market price and paid 
for in fall legal tender silver coin or silver cer- 
tificates. 

This silver bullion over and above that amount 
required to be coined into Gollars of the present 
weight and fineness shall remain in the Treasury 
as a reserve, 

Silver dollars or silver certificates shall be re- 
deemed at any time with silver bullion at its gold 
price in the market. 

This wotld give the two metals an equal in- 
trinsic value at all times, since at all times a 
dollar’s worth of silver in gold is worth as much 
as a dollar's worth of gold in gold. Gold would 
not be required in its redemption, but its exact 
equivalent. Thesilver dollar would always be 
worth its face value, and would therefore circu- 
late at par, being a full legal tender, as immut- 
able as gold itself, and having an exact exchange- 
able value. 

The beauties of this scheme are set forth 
by the Free Press as follows: 

The silver mineowners would get only the 
price for silver which it would legitimately com- 
mand in the open market. 

Goid would not be driven from the country be- 
cause the silver currency stands an absolute 
equivalent under all the varying circumstances. 

Greenbacks and uncovered paper money would 
gradually be retired from circulation, and there 
would then remain a perfect bimetallic currency. 


Compare with this fancy plan that of Sec- 
retary Windom in 1889:

ited, payable on demand in such quantities of 
silver bullion as will equal in value at the date 
of presentation the number of dollars expressed 
on the face of the note at the market price of 
silver. 

By this Streator project ultimate redemp- 


tion is to bein silver bullion. Why bother 
then with the coinage of any of the bullion 
into silver dollars after purchase? People do 
not want to handle silver dollars, preferring 
paper money, or account of convenience and 
lightness to carry. Only between fifty and 
sixty million of silver dollars can. be kent in 
circulation. The excess fows back into the 
banks and Treasury vaults, It is far simpler 
to issue certificates for the bullion than to 
coin the bullion into dollars and then isgue 
certificates, 

But where is the man who would present 


silver certificates or silver dollars for redemp- 
tion in silver bullion? What would he want- 


of it? What would he do with it? If any in- 
dividual wished silver bullion for export or 


| for manufacturing purposes he would not 


bother with going to the Treasury to exchange 
silver notes or dollars for silver bullion, He 

buy what bullion he wanted in the 
market.

When United States notes are pre- 
sented for redemption it is for the purpose of 
getting gold, Either that metal is desired for 
shipment abroad or to be put a way in a vault 
at home.

CARLISLE’S WILDCAT SCHEME, 


The scheme of Secretary Carlisle for letting 


loose a host of wildcats on the country has 
been condemned in strong terms by the great 
majority of those who have given it at once 
an honest and able consideration. It now As 
condemned by a minority of the House Com- 
mittee on Banking and Currency in a way 
that well may make Mr. Carlisle squirm in 
his boots. The minority report says: 

It is the opinion bf a number of the most clear 
headed eminent financiers in the country 
that if the Uarlisle bill were enacted into a law 
within twenty days it would precipitate a panic 
far more severe than that of 1893, as it would 
compel the forced sale upon the market of nearly 
200 millions of United States bonds within six 
months. 

The report also says that the provisions of 
exemption as to State banks would drive 
every existing national bank that desires to 
take out circulating notes into the State bank 
system if the Carlisle bill were enacted. It 
would include a taxation of five million 
dollars pe: year upon the banks under the 
national system, which there is no reason to 
believe from any experience of the past 
would be imposed upon them under any State 
system. The States may require the deposit 
of no bonds whatever. The inevitable effect 
of the bill would be to force the national 
banks to operate under State charters. 

The report shows the existence of numerous 
fatal flaws in the bill. The proposed _repeal- 
ing of ail acts that require or authorize the 
deposit of United States bonds for securing 
circulation would work untold mischief, It 
ought to read: So much of all acts and 
parts of acts, etc. There is no definition of 
the way in which shall be ascertained the pro 
rata share required to be yaid in before re- 
ceiving additional circulation, n> proper pro- 
vision for the use of the safety fund for re- 
deeming the circulation of failed banks, and 
no showing how those notes are to bo re- 
deemed. The proposed mandatory legislation 
for national banks, by whieh they would 
be forzed to retire their bonds before 
the first day of July nest and deposit 
a guarantee consisting of legal tenders and 
Treasury notes, cannot be justified upon 
any principle of safe legislation. It 
could not fail to produce a panic, and» the 
recklessness of such legislation would startle 
not oniy financiers in this country, but 
in the world.“ The passage of the bill would 
aggravate rather than relieve the perplexities 
of the situation, and especially that of the 
United States Treasury, and would not afford 
any substantial relief to the constant drain 
of gold from it. On the contrarystt would 
make still more conspicuous and thus more 


urgent thé demand upon the Treasury for. 


gold, and the notes issued under the bill 
would make confusion worse confounded in 
the currency by adding from one to forty- 
five more kinds of money to those already 
existing. 

It is no wonder that the biil is approved by 
only one out of about fifty bankers who wrote 
letters to the cofhmitgee in regard to the bill. 
It is no wonder that there is a general upris- 
ing by honest men in the House as well as 
outside of it, the result of which will be a 
riddling of the bill with amendments, the de- 
ferring of a vote on the measure tiil along in 
January, if not iater, and probably a tabling 
of the whole billas one which is inimical to 
the interests of the people, calculated to do a 
vast amount of harm, with no possible bene- 
fit to accrue from it except to a few rascals 
who would issue circulation under it and enap 
their fingers at an invitation to redeem their 
shinplasters with good money, If the ears of 
Mr. Carlisje do not tingle now they will be apt 
to burn before the discussion of his silly 
measure is closed.

Reports are prevalent in Tien Tsin and

stantiate it. He las certainly lost none of 
his authority over the military force which he 
personally controls, and which is strong 
enough to shield him from immediate harm, 
in spite of nominal degradations and hreats 
of extreme punishment. 

It is stated on official authority in Tien 
Tsin that Gen. Weh, who was recently sen- 
tenced to decapitation for cowardice and 
treachery in Corea, was permitted to escape 
his fate by paying 1,500 taels for a substitute. 
The practice of vicarious punishment is not 
uncommon in China, but few exceptions so 
flagrant as thie have ever become publicly 
known. In consequence of the alarm ex- 
pressed by foreign residents in open Chinese 
ports and their urgent demands for protection 
an agreement has been made between the 
European and American naval commanders 
in these waters by which suitable vessels are 
detailed, without regard to nationality, to the 
localities most seriously endangered. The 
United States ship Petrel has, under this ar- 
rangement, been stationed for the winter at 
New Chwang, near the head of the Liao Tung 
. n ‘ 

King’s Father Dangerous. 

The controversy between Count Inouye and 
Tai Won Kun has resulted in the resignation 
of the aged Corean statesman and his return 
to private life. This solution of the difficulty 
is not altogether satisfactory, for secret in- 
trigues of the King’s father have always been 
more dangerous than his public actions and 
in retirement he may succeed in doing more 
to thwart Japanese projects of reform than 
he could have openly attempted as Prime 
Minister ot the kingdom. Itis apprehended, 
moreover, that his withdrawal may be fol- 
lowed by an effort of the Mimg faction 
to regain ascendency, and their reappearance 
on the political stage in the present unsettled 
condition of affairs would be little less than a 
calamity. Count Inouye’s labors will not be 
lightened by the removel of Tai Won Kun, 
Nov. 26 he had an interview with the King 
which lasted four hours, and in which not on) 
the relations of Japan and Corea were dis- 
cussed, but the internal condition of the king- 
dom was exposed with a directness and earn- 
estness that could not be misunderstood. By 
her own request the Queen was pres- 
ent, but this circumstance did not 
prevent Count Inouye from denouncing 
the corrupt practices which it is 
well known her Majesty has been implicated 
in. As her own personal complicity in the 
schemes for the restoration of the old system 
of misrule was laid bare she pleaded illness 
and withdrew from the apartment. The 

was so overcome that she fainted, 
Count Inouye is understood to claim that his 
plain was an imperative necessity, and 
that the stability of the throne depended on 
it not fess than the welfare of the whole coun- 
try. At the close of the interview the King 
signed a decree for the enforcement of sev- 
eral measures of reform, . trusting it to the 
Japanese Minister for execution at the most 
advantageous time. 

Secrecy Is Observed. ° 


Impenetrable secrecy is the watchword of 
the 8 authorities whenever a vital 
question of peace negotiations is raised. Not 
aray of light can be extracted from any of 
the administrative departments in Tokio or 
from the imperial headquarters in Hiroshima.

powers are pressing their proffers of media- 
tion with renewed pertinacity, but the disin- 
clination to receive suggestions from abroad 
is as strong as ever. 

Except under much more strenuous press- 


ure than is likely to be exerted, Japan will. 


suffer no interference in an adjustment of the 
quarrel. The recent attempt of China to 
open communications by means of an irre- 
sponsible European agent has increased the 
distrust with which she is regarded by her 
successful adversary, and no proposal will 
hereafter command attention unless it comes 
in the name of the Chinese Emperor and is 
accompanied by indisputable evidence of its 
authenticity. In the diplomatic circle of 
Tokio it is considered an open question 
whether Japan would now receive with favor 
even a thoroughly valid application for peace. 
A majority of the Ministers of State are not 
individually disposed to prolong hostilities, 

News that a revised treaty between. the 
United States ana Japan has been signed was 
received with 2 8 satisfaction throughout 
the em pire.

Number of Leading Lawyers’ Hashes Under 


Is Not Discouraged by the Action of 
the City Council on the $3,000 Appro- 
priation Besolution=—He Thinks a Com- 
mittee of Thirteen Would Bo Unwieldy. 
Who is to play Goff to the Chicago Lexow 


com mittee? 
A number of the leading attorneys of the 


‘city are under consideration by the members 


of Ald, Kerr’s committee, but only ane of 
them so far has been approached, This one 
is A. S. Trude, on whom much pressure is 
being brought to bear. Mr. Trude has, how- 
ever, shown a distinct disinclination to take 
up the task. The other lawyers whese names 
the committee is considering are Clarence 8. 
Darrow, Levy Mayer, Frant Walker, for- 
merly Assistant State’s-Attorney; John 8. 
Miller, ex-Corporation Counsel; John 8. 
Cooper, Luther Laflin Mills, and Charles G, 
Neely, who is also a former Assistant State’s- 
Attorney. If Mr. Trude declines to serve, the 
chief counsel of the committée will probably 
be selected from this list, all the names on 
which have been submitted to the committee- 
men by citizens who are interested in its 
work. 

Then there is to be selected an assistant 
counsel, who will be some bright young 
lawyer of lesser fame and consequently in- 
clined to be more moderate in the way of 
fees. Here, the committee points out, is a 
chance for some ambitious and energetic 
young attorney to make a great name for 
himself, as did Attorney Moss, who is Mr. 
Goff’s assistant in New York. 


Trude Is Net Willing, 

As for Mr. Trude it is understogd that he is 
quite unwilling to take the place of chief 
counsel, He would not discuss the matter at 
all yesterday and declined to say: whether of 
not he had been approached on the matter. 
He was shown a copy of an evening paper in 
which his name was connected with the in- 
vestigation. 

„Tuo not know anything about this,” he 
said, *I certainly have not talked with any 
newspaper men at ali about the matter.“ 

After the next meeting of the Board of Ed- 
ucation Mr. Trude expects to leave for a 
hunting trip in Arkansas and the Indian Ter- 
ritory, and the fact that his arrangements 
for this excursion have all been made is un- 
derstood to be one of the reasons for his dis-

mittee Monday night. This was done by a 
strict party vote. The Finance committee 
will meet at noon today and pass upon the 
resolution. There is not much doubt that the 
tae will be favorable, though the vote will 

bably again divide on strict party lines. 
There are nine Republicans and four Demo- 


crats on the Finance committee. The report

priation resolution will proba meet an- 
other delay, for on the insistence of only two 
members the resolution must be deferred and 
printed in the usual form.

What Ald. Kerr is chiefly afraid of is that 
there will be a rider tacked un the resolu- 
tion providing that the entire Police ecommit- 
tee of thirteen members shail conduc: the in- 
vestigation. This, Ald. Kerr says, would 
make the entire affair a farce. He holds that 
a committee of thirteen would never havea 
quorum and that if there should be a quorum 
present it would be too un wisidly to de effect- 
ive work. 

Whole Committees Unwieldy. 

„It the whole committee of thirteen is to 
sit, Mr. Kerr says, there will not be a 
quorum present once a week. It is absolutely 
necessary to have the committee of * a 
number that we can do busmess speedily and 
without delay. It will be hard enough to get 
four men together, to say nothing of trying to 
get seven. The life of the investigation de- 
pends on having the committee/as small a one 
as can do the work. Look at the practical 
effect of it. Suppose we have thirteen men 
on the committee. We get together with our 
lawyers in the evening and lay out a plan for 
next day; we decide to subpoena thirty 
or forty witnesses. ‘The witnesses come 
the next morning and sit around 
waiting fora quorum of the committee to 
come—and there is no quorum. We nave to 
ask those witnesses to come the next day. 
Now, we can 't treat people that way at all; 
they won't stand it. I know that in New York 
they have had trouble in getting four men to- 

ether. The members of the committee will 
= called away from time to time to attend to 
their own private business—it is impossible 
for a man to entirely neglect his own affairs. 
Then every member oi the committee that sits 
in the investigation must have the right.to 
ask whatever questions he pleases. Suppose 
all the members should be. present and they 
all wanted to take a hand in examining wit- 
nesses. Why, we would never make any 
headway at all. There is no political differ- 
ence between the entire committee of thirteen 
and the subcommittee of seven. One has 
nine Republicans and four ‘Democrats and 
the other has five Republicans and two Dem- 
ocrats. The proportion is the same.“

ROBERT LOUIS STEVENSON’S WIFE 


She Was Fannie Vandergrift, Lived in In- 
dianapolis, and Married Twice. 
InprayaPo is, Ind., Dec. 18,—[{Special Cor. 
respondeace. — Many of the older citizens of 
Indianapolis remember the girlhood of Mra. 
Robert Louis Sterenson, wife of the distin- 
guished author who has just died. Mrs. Ste- 
venson was married to the author in Monte- 
rey, Cal. Her maiden name was Fannie Van- 
dergrift, and she was a daughter of a once 
prominent citizen of Indianapolis. In 1857 
the Vandergrifi family, consisting of father, 
mother, one son, and several daughters, lived 
on Michigan street, near Illinois, in this city. 
Mrs. Stevenson was twice married. Dec. 23, 
1857, she was married to Samuel Osbourne 
at her home in this city. Mrs. Osbourne was 
a beautiful, high-spirited girl, bright and 
clever, Her 
bred fellow, of good family, and at 
time the match was considered a hap- 
By one. During his residence in In- 
ianapolis Osbourne was a clerk in the Su- 


preme Court under William Beach, and was 


also private secretary to Gov. Wright and Gov. 
Willard, Mrs, Osbourne was but 17 years of 
age when she married her first husband. The 
wedding was a brilliant affair, graced by the 
presence of the Chief Executive of the State 
and other State officials. A year or t@ after the 
marriage Mrs. Osbourne accompanied her 
husband to California, where she afterward 
procured a divorce from him. Although the 
latter was a bright, congenial fellow, he 
failed to get along in the world, and after 
their removal to California Mrs. Osbourne 
was compelled to earn a living for herself and 
children. Finally the couple separated by 
mutual a ment. 

In 1871 Mrs. Osbourne returned to Indian- 
apolis with her three children and prepared 
to make a trip to Europe. She desired to 
eyltivate a talent for grt, which she had pos- 
sessed from girlhood.” She went to the con- 
tinent and in Paris made something 
of a reputation as a painter. She re- 
mained in Europe three years, and during 
this time her youngest child died. Then 
Osbourne went over to see his family and 
the difficulties between himself and wile were 
temporarily patched up.
